THE DOYLE-KEDDIE CASE 


ASF should keep its: 
sense of proportions 


— By LOU GAUTIER — 


The unfortunate Doyle-Keddie affair which leaked out last week because 
of a regrettable indiscretion in high Australian Federation places must go no further. 


The clumsily handled 
ident must be dropped 
at once before it throws 
more bad light on soccer. 

Nothing can be gained 
it is allowed to develop into 
4 witch-hunt at this stage, 
well after the event. 

As a member of the last 
touring party [ am aware 
of all the facts of what has

‘Those facts are: 

® Keddie and Doyle 
broke the curfew imposed 
‘on the team in Macao when 
they returned home after 
the midnight deadline. 

® Coach Zyonimir Rasic 
wanted to send Keddie 
home there and then be- 
cause it was allesed he had 
also broken the ban on 
alcohol, but the managers 
decided against this drastic 
action as it would have 
cost the ASF a packet to 
disrupt the group travel 
arrangements. 

@ In England, between 
the Luton and Manchester 
Gity matches, Keddie spoke 
back to Rasic. using un- 
printable language, during 
a training stint in the rain, 

@ He was ordered off 
‘the field and Rasic made 
it clear that as far as he 
was concerned Keddie was 


“persona non grata” forthe > 


__rest_ of the tour. 

@ Although the two 
pressmen travelling _ with 
the team, Bruce Walkley, 
of Australian Tociaedl 
Press’ and| myself, were not 
told officially, we found 
out that Keddie had been 
docked a week’s wages 
($70.00) as punishment. 

@ In Macao, after the 
first incident, although Ked- 

die and Doyle were sey- 
erely reprimanded at the 
breakfast table in front of 
their team-mates for break- 
ing the curfew, tour of- 
ficials asked the Press to 
play down the incident. 

@ At this stage it was 
obvious that the managers, 
if not coach Rasic, who 
from the start demanded 
harsh penalties as an ex- 
ample for the rest of the 


team, were prepared to 
gloss over the Macao 
incident. 


@ Bruce Walkley, actu- 
ally, came in for some 
criticism when newspaper 
cuttings from Australia 
reached the team in Israel. 
Walkley and 1 mentioned 
the Macao incident without 
using names, but newspaper 
headlines over AAP reports, 
we were told by officials, 
gave the “wrong im- 
pression”, 


PARSONS’ DENIAL 


NSW Federation presid- 
ent Frank Parsons this 
week denied he had asked 
for further punitive meas- 
ures in his tour report. 

Parsons told me he 
neyer recommended _any- 
thing like what appeared in 
the Sydney afternoon Press, 
and that as far as he was 
concerned the incident was 
closed. 

In view of his attitude, 
it seems. odd, to say the
